HIRES 3 TEACHERS— 
School Board Adopts 


Budget, Buys Boiler 


M eeting in their regular 
monthly session here Monday 
evening the Trustees of the 
Ham lin Independent School 
District accepted the low bid for 
a new boiler for the Junior High 
School building, adopted a 
budget for the coming year and 
hired three teachers 
The board accepted the low 
bid of 
Abco 
Industries of 
Abilene of $8,240 OO for a Scotch 
Marine Boiler to replace the 
present boiler in the building 
that is thought to be the original 
boiler that was installed in 1929 
The present boiler has been 
judged beyond repair 
Tile board set a hearing on the 
adopted budget for Aug 13 that 
shows revenues of $657,049IK) 
and expenditures of $668,924.50. 
The difference between revenue 
and expenditures will be made 
up from a reserve fund carried 
over from the current year The 
budget does not include any 
Federal Revenue that may be 
available to the school. 
The expenditures are up from 
$667,106.50 to $668.924 50 from 
last year and the income is 
down 
from 
$668,357 OO 
to 
$657,049.00. The loss in revenue 
is prim arily from the loss of two 
class room teachers from state 


funds 
Of the available revenue, 
$357.747.50 will come from local 
funds and $312,129 00 will come 


from state funds
